The  primary  objective  of  the  First-Level  Program  is  to  prepare  students  for  a 
concentrated  study  in  an  area  of  the  communication  arts  and  sciences.  The 
First-Level  Program  consists  of  a two-year  synthesis  of  a Core  Program  and 
electives.  The  electives  permit  the  student  to  explore,  in  an  immediate  and 
direct  way,  his  unique  personal  and  professional  interests.  On  the  other 
hand,  the  required  Core  Program,  organized  around  the  concept  of  Man  the 
Communicator,  provides  a basic  and  shared  foundation  in  the  commu- 
nication arts  and  sciences  for  all  Emerson  students.  Man  the  Communicator 
is  studied  from  the  vantage  point  of  an  interdisciplinary  curriculum.  The 
interdisciplinary  program  combines  performance  in  the  basic  communication 
skills  with  a study  of  pertinent  ideas  and  content.  Within  the  program  the 
student  is  expected  to  become  an  active  participant,  involving  himself  in 
creative  ways  in  achieving  the  educational  goals  of  the  First-Level  Program.

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The  black  community  at  Emerson  presented  two  plays  in  this  year’s 
theatre  practicum:  Black  Terror,  by  Richard  Wesley,  and  the 
Journey  — A Black  ritual  Experience,  written  and  directed  by 
student  Amina  Dickerson.  The  importance  of  these  plays  is  their 
representation  of  black  theatre  in  the  seventies  and  the  struggle  of 
the  black  artist  to  expand  and  explore  all  dimensions  of  black 
creation.  Black  theatre  does  not  seek  to  entertain  or  delight  abstract 
sensuality;  rather  its  goal  is  to  educate  the  people.  It  is  about 
revolution  and  revolutionary  propganda;  about  a creative,  new  black 
mythology.  Black  theatre  is  a vital  force  in  the  politics  of  black 
cultural  nationalism.  It  must,  by  definition  be  revolutionary  theatre, 
because  we  are  a revolutionary  people,  and  as  Maulana  Ron  Ka- 
renga  has  stated: 

“National  liberation  requires  political  and  moral  unity,  a con- 
fidence of  all  aspects  of  our  culture,  tying  together  each  group  and 
level  of  our  people  into  a knot  that  will  not  break  or  unravel  under 
stress  and  strain  of  constant  struggle.” 

How  strong  our  cultural  weapons  are  in  the  struggle  becomes  one 
of  the  responsibilities  of  the  creative  black  artist,  regardless  of  the 
creative  motif  he  employs  to  express  our  collective  experience. 
Black  art  that  isn’t  a revolutionary  expression  of  black  culture  isn’t 
worthy  of  black  people;  it  cannot  be  considered  good  art  since  it 
can  have  little  practical  application  in  the  struggle  to  build  a nation. 
As  Brother  Harold  Cruse  has  said: 

“ He  (the  blackman)  must  understand  that  his  social  revolution  is 
nothing  if  not  cultural  in  content  . . . The  (Black)  revolution  can  be 
economic,  social  Political,  administrative  or  radical  in  form,  but  it 
must  be  cultural  in  content.  If  it  is  not  cultural  in  content  it  is  not 
revolutionary,  but  a mere  rebellion  without  ideas  ...”
